material used is known in medical 
practice as Diphtheria 
Toxin Anti­ 
toxin Mixture. 
This mixture is ad­ 
ministered for the purpose of protect­ 
ing against an attack of diphtheria, 
while Diphtheria Antitoxin, an entire­ 
ly different product, is administered 
to cure the patient after the disease 
has been contracted. 
Regrettable as the occurrent* * has 
b -en, the results will be as nothing 
c *n pared to what will obtain, unless 
the Confusion is promptly corrected. 
If physicians refrain from using Diph­ 
theria Antitoxin, and parents refuse 
to abow its use on the ground that it 
was responsible for the unusual re­ 
actions, such action will result in the 
sacrifice of many more lives and cause 
a great deal more suffering than oc­ 
curred in t ’ e use of Diphtheria Toxin- 
Antitoxin Mixture.

If the feet get wet, or 
the clothing wet or damp, dry them at 
ti e earliest possible opportunity. 
Spend as much time as possible out 
or doors and be sure that the bedroom 
is wall ventilated. 
When compelled 
t • cough or sneeze, cover 
the mouth 
hi d nose with a handkerchief, thus 
avoiding the 
spreading 
of 
germs 
among others. 
In brief, keep the body as healthy 
HS possible, for a healthy body offers a 
h gh resntance to the invasion of ai y 
disease." 
Dr. Goddard stated that he thought

C osts of labor and supplier j 
w ere leaping over night. 
F u rth e rm o re ,; 
M uscle Shoals differed from all (tie 1 
other new w ar tow ns Inasmuch us it j 
w as to be p erm a n en t 
New G overnm ent Devised. 
The m anagers, besides city govern­ 
m ent, had to handle the en tire retail 
business of the town. 
A com p super- 
visor’e d ep artm en t was put in charge 
of th e m aintenance of all buildings, 
fire proteetion and sanitation. 
T he 
cam p supervisor looked a fte r every­ 
thing from the m ending of a lock to 
the rem odeling of groups of buildings 
or laying sew ers or steam mains. For 
the bachelor contingent a com m issary

As a result a pneum onia 
epidem ic developed am ong tile Negroes 
th a t spring. 
L uter in 
Ute 
y ear 
a 
typhoid 
epidem ic 
was 
threatened. 
M oreover, the site of the plant w as In 
the h eart of the m alaria district. But 
the pneum onia epidem ic w as checked, 
th e typhoid th rea t nipi>ed In the bud, 
and m alaria stam ped out. 
A Health Record Established 
T he lit tie first-aid hospital present­ 
ly grew to a com plete m odern in stitu ­ 
tion wlUi a nurses’ home and a sep­ 
a ra te dispensary for dental, eye, ear, 
nose, th ro at, genito urinary clinics and 
a 
surgical 
dispensary 
for 
first-aid 
w ork. 
D uring the eight m onths when the 
death ra te w as not affected by the in­ 
fluenza and pneum onia epidem ics the 
general health ra te was 12.4 per thou­ 
sand per yeur, which is low er than in 
m oat cities in the sam e latitude and 
ru in ate, and the pneum onia death rati- 
during the epidem ic w as low er than 
in m ost arm y cantonm ents. 
Much of tne success of the health 
ad m in istratio n is due to the establish­ 
m ent of the M uscle Shoals sa attar} 
d istric t by the U nited S tates Public 
H ealth Service. 
T he education and w elfare d ep art­ 
m ent also had a vital work to perform 
T h ere w as a school population of ovei

T h e S ecretary of W ar created 
th e com m unity 
organization 
branch 
o f th e O rdnance D epartm ent which, 
w ith advice and ald of some of th* 
g re a te st school men of Ute country 
prescribed the courses of study and 
recru ited teach ers from the best ex 
tablished ays tents.
